My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I960. 

Once  again  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  general  health  of  the 
District  has  been  good. 

The  birth  rate  was  15.4  compared  with  17.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  6.1  compared  with  11.5  Tor  England  and  Wales,  As 
in  1959  this  death  rate  is  very  much  lower  than  in  England  and  Wales 
generally. 

As  a result  of  4 deaths  in  babies  our  infant  mortality  rate  is 
high  at  51.2  per  thousand  live  births,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  body 
of  the  report.  All  these  deaths  ociorred  in  the  first  week  of  life, 

3 from  prematurity  and  malformation. 

We  have  had  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  year. 

Apart  from  seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  six  of  which  occurred  at 
R.a.F.  Station,  Wittering  we  have  had  very  little  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  and  fortunately  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  10th  Annual  Reoort  for  the  year  ended 

I960. 

STATEMELT  OF  INSPECTIONS  AND  VIoITS. 


HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

7 unfit  houses  were  closed  during  the  year,  tenants  of  6 of  them 
being  rehoused  by  the  Council,  The  condition  of  4 further  houses  was 
reported  to  Council  with  the  result  that  undertakings  were  given  by  the 
owners  not  to  be  relet  on  vacation  by  present  tenants. 

During  the  year  the  remainder  of  the  I4  houses  in  the  Newtown  Clearance 
Order  were  vacated,  the  tenants  being  rehoused  by  the  Council, 

19  houses  were  repaired  (34  last  year)  as  a result  of  informal  action, 

IMPROVEI^NT  GRANTS^.. 

6 Applications,  involving  7 prooerties,  for  Discretionary  Improvement 
Grants  were  approved  to  the  value  of  £1990. 

A further  7 applications  for  Standard  Grants  to  the  value  of  £660  were 
also  approved. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  niimber  of  factories  registered  during  the  year  was  14  (15  last  year) 
the  majority  being  small  one-man  busipssses.  Only  1 contravention  of  the 
Factories  Acts  (want  of  cleanliness)  was  found  and  this  was  remedied. 

MLK  REGULATIONS. 

The  n\miber  of  distributors  of  milk  (5)  and  dealers  (2)  remain  the  same 
as  last  year  as  does  the  number  of  supplementary  licences  issued  for 
designated  milks.  (13).

RSGISTEEED  FOOD  PREi^IISJilS. 


There  are  8 premises  (7  previous  year)  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream.  All  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  District  is  sold  in  pre- 
packed containers. 

Periodical  inspections  of  food  premises  including  School  kitchens  were 
carried  out  during  the  year.  With  1 eiiception,  these  premises  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory  apart  from  minor  items.  No  prosecutions  were  instituted 
during  the  year  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,

Various  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  certain  lengths  of  public  sewers  were 
again  periodically  inspected  and  treated. 

All  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  received  during  the  year  were 
investigated  and  the  necessary  free  treatment  given  wherever  necessary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 


5 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 of  Tuberculosis  were  investigated  during 
the  year.  One  terminal  disinfection  only  was  carried  out. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOoAL. 


(a)  Pilsgate.  Bamack.  Sainton.  Ufford, 

During  the  year  this  scheme,  commenced  in  April  1959,  progressed 
satisfactorily. 

An  inspection  of  the  scheme  and  works  in  progress  was  made  in 
August  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government . 
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(b)  St.  l'4artin  Without  and  Wothorpe„ 

During  the  year  certain  blockages  occurred  in  the  Wothorpe  ejector, 
and  these  were  promptly  cleared. 

(c)  Wittering. 

A further  3 samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken,  2 of  vdiich  were 
unsatisfactory. 

Further  experiments  were  carried  out  in  sludge/straw  comoos ting. 

Due  to  further  Air  Ministry  developmient  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  were  preparing  plans  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  enlarging 
of  these  works,  which  would  be  carried  out  under  Air  Ministry  Contract. 
These  plans  included  the  provision  of  sludge  - straw  compost  bays. 

Once  again  I had  to  impress  on  persons  concerned  the  danger  of 
children  trespassing  wi.thin  the  boundary  fence  of  the  Works. 

(d)  Ger.ieral. 


The  small  sewerage  disposal  units  taking  discharges  from  groups  of 
Council  houses  at  Thornhaugh,  Wansford,  Pilsgate,  Barnack  and  Ufford, 
continued  to  be  maintained  during  the  year  and  all  setclement  tanks  were 
emptied  periodically. 

2 Samples  of  sewage  effluent  from  the  Wansford  works  were  taken, 

1 of  v>rhich  was  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC.-  CLEANSIMG. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

Due  to  certain  difficulties  being  experienced  by  the  Refuse  Contractor 
in  March  I reported  to  Co\incil  on  the  advantages  of  a direct  labour  scheme. 

On  3rd  October  such  a scheme  was  instituted  on  a weekly  basis  instead  of 
the  former  fortnightly  collection.  A l6/lB  cu.  yd.  fore  and  aft  tip  refuse 
vehicle  was  purchased  at  the  cost  of  £26B5  and  by  the  incorporation  of  a 
water  tight  rear  door  it  was  possible  to  combine  to  some  extent  the  collection 
of  nights  oil  from,  the  District,  The  number  of  nights  oil  containers  to  be 
collected  will  of  course  decrease  when  the  Pilsgate,  Barnack,  Ashton,  Bainton 
and  Ufford,  sewerage  scheme  is  completed. 

A suitable  tip  was  eventually  obtained,  the  use  of  which  was  approved 
by  the  County  Planning  Committee  subject  to  certain  conditions,  and  from 
the  outset  "controlled  tipping"  v^ras  adopted. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  scheme  was  working  well,  with  the 
employment  of  a loader/driver  and  assistant. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  application  was  received  from  the 
Air  Ministry  for  the  collection  of  domestic  refuse  from  R.A.F.  Properties 
at  Wittering  and  this  was  being  investigated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(b)  Litter  Bins. 


During  the  year  further  litter  bins  were  provided  in  the  District. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Wans ford.  Thornhaugh  and  Wittering. 

The  water  supply  for  these  villages  is  derived  from  outcropning  springs 
within  a spring  collecting  areA  at  Leicester  Road,  Thornhaugh,  It  comprises 
of  a 20,000  galls.  puiJiping  sump  ahd  pumphouse,  water  being  pumped  through 
a 4"  rising  main  to  a 28,800  galls*  elevated  tank  at  Wittering  with  a branch 
connection  to  the  10,000  galls,  tank  at  Thornhaugh,  A G.P.Q.  line  connects 
automatic  transmitters  between  the  pimphouse  and  the  Wittering  tank. 

During  the  year  a total  of  22,564,500  galls.  talcan  from  the 

Thornhaugh  source,  18,221,490  galls,  being  consumed  at  Wittering  and  4,343,010 
galls,  at  Thornhaugh  and  Wansford,  A comparison  of  consumption  figures 
with  previous  years  is  given.

During  the  year,  6,845,000  galls,  were  consumed  by  the  R.A.F,  Camp 
Wittering  compared  with  5,800,000  galls  in  1959. 


It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  table  that  consumption  figures 
continue  to  rise. 

This  scheme  has  again  worked  well  but  during  certain  peak  periods,  the 
intervening  consimrotion  from  the  pumping  - distribution  main  at  Wittering 
prevented  the  filling  of  the  Wittering  tank  during  the  day. 

In  September  an  electricity  failure  •ccurred  due  to  workmen  engaged 
on  the  Al.  road  improvement  cutting  an  underground  cable  resulting  in  a 
shortage  of  water  in  the  District  for  several  hours. 

Approx  500  ft.  of  4”  pumping  Bain  was  re laid  in  a new  line  by  Air 
Ministry  Contractors  when  a new  road  required  for  further  R.A.F.  Development 
was  constructed  at  Wittering. 

The  piomps  and  electrical  equipment  etc,  in  the  Thornhaugh  Pumphouse 
were  checked  and  overhauled  by  an  electrical  engineer  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Adjustments  v/ere  also  made  to  the  large  ball  valve  in  the  Thornhaugh 
Reservoir. 

(b)  Bamack  Water  Sunnlv. 

This  supoly  is  derived  from  the  Lincolnshire  Limestone  and  involves 
the  pumping  of  water  from  a deep  bore  at  Barnack  to  an  elevated  15,000  galls 
tank  at  Pilsgate  and  thence  by  gravity  to  the  Barnack  side  of  the  District. 

Certain  electrical  faults  and  starter  etc.  troubles  were  experienced 
during  the  year  and  these  were  attended  to. 
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( ) Water  Samples 

A total  of  27.  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  baotoriological  examination, 
16  of  which  were  from  the  Coimcil's  Barnack  and  Thomhaugh  public  supplies, 
results  of  which  are  as  follows.
